BIOGRAPHICAL AND HISTORICAL 


A Brief Résumé 


Albert F. Dean was a born GENIUS, studious all the days of his life, by nature he was analytical, whatso- 
ever interested him, he was disposed to analyze, to dig deep into and draw his own conclusions and deductions. 
This characteristic remained with him unto the end of his days. 

He was my senior in age 8 years, when he was 18 I was 10 years of age. Memory is a gracious gift, how- 
ever if we could only remember the pleasant things in life and forget the unpleasant, I think it would be an im- 
provement. My memories of my departed brother are ALL of a pleasant nature. 

Shall I narrate’some of the incidents of his early life, will they interest you? 

In 1860, nearly 75 years ago, the family were living on a farm in Iowa, on the farm was a country school 
house, one winter my brother Albert taught the country school, about 20 pupils, I was one of them, among the 
pupils was a mischievous, bad boy, Joe Ritchie, ’twas very cold, snow was on the ground, we came in from re- 
cess, and were all standing hovering over a wood fire in a small stove, Joe the bad boy played some trick up- 
on another boy, who cried, Joe and I, perfectly innocent were called to the teachers desk for punishment, we 
both were chastised. 

On returning» Noli after deaivol! I peated the incident to our r father, being the youngest child in the fam- 
ily, I was sort of a pet of my father, he told brother Albert, the teacher, he wantéd to see him in the wood- 
shed, exactly what happened I don’t know, but from the cries that came from the woodshed, I think the teach- 
er got a good whipping from his father. 

The teacher never whipped any more boys in school. He said he knew that I was innocent, but if he did 
not whip his own brother, he feared the other pupils might think that he showed partiality. 

Needless to say, I forgave him cheerfully. 

My brother Albert by nature, was always much engrossed with his work, and at times in his youth, 
quite absent-minded, I recall this incident. 

While living on the farm, he was taking evening lessons in German at a little town, West Point, some two 
miles distant, ’twas summer time and a moonlight night, the family were gathered on the front porch of the 
farm house, Albert had gone to town to take his German lesson, the family had an old trusted mare named 
“Puss”, Albert had hitched Puss to the old family buggy, about 100 yards from the house, was the pasture 
where Puss was always turned loose on his return, and he would pull the light buggy up to the carriage shed. 

On this particular evening, we all noticed Albert coming up the lane pulling the buggy, when he got in 
front of the shed, he called owt to Puss, Whoa Puss, Whoa Puss, but Puss would not Whoa, but kept right on 
going. 

Shortly he came out of his state of coma, and realized that there was no Puss, that he himself was pulling 
the buggy. ’Twas just another case of his absent mindedness, he was completely engrossed with his German 
lesson.

Their love affair went on and on, but never ripened, another wooer came along and Miss Priscilla was 
wed and had something to show for it, years before Albert thought seriously of marrying. 

Albert Flandreau Dean, was the second son of Minturn W. Dean and his wife, Ruth Henton Dean. He 
had two brothers and two sisters—Thaddeus Joseph Dean the eldest, Emily Ann Dean, Mary Luella Dean and 
Charles Edgar Dean the youngest. 

His father, Minturn W. Dean, a native of Vermont, was born 1808 and died 1880. His mother, Ruth Hen- 
ton Dean, a native of Ohio, was born 1816 and died 1873. 

All of the above are now deceased, except the writer, the youngest child, Charles E. Dean, a native of 
Iowa, born 1850. 

Thaddeus J. married Myra A. Lyon, they have 3 sons and 3 daughters, all are now living in Seattle Wash- 
ington, except the father, Thaddeus J. 

Emily Ann, married Alfred N. Eaton, both are now deceased, they had 2 sons and 2 daughters, Alfred, 
Charles, Ruth and Maud. Charles is now deceased; Alfred resides in St. Louis, Mo.; Ruth married Dr. Blick- 
hahn, she is now a widow and resides in Corona, California; her sister, Maud, married Mr. Jameson, both living 
and also reside in Corona, California. 

Mary Luella Dean, married Lucien M. Chipley, both now deceased. They, have one son and two daughters 
living: Lucien M, residing in Chicago, Ill.; a daughter, Sidney, who married Mr. Brigham, now living in Webs- 
ter Groves Mo., and Luella Ruth, who married Mr. Briggs, now living in Springfield, Mo.

Bessie is the onl, one of the 
family living. Her home is in Winnetka, III. 

This about completes a history of the Dean family. 

I fear I may have tired you, the bridge is bending, my story is ending. 

There is yet, however, one friend who must not be left out of these memories, I refer to Major Amos J. 
Harding and his descendants, Lucien, Dwight, John and Rachel. 

Major Harding and my brother Albert were life long friends and associates, dating back to the Civil War. 
They both served their country loyally for four long years of war, they both had a highly honorable military 
record. 

At the close of the war Major Harding continued in the Government service as Judge Advocate of Military 
Court Martials, my brother Albert became his short hand Court Reporter, this was only the beginning of 
their life long close relationship. 


Major Harding later was General Manager, Western Department of the Springfield Fire and Marine In- 
surance Company, of Springfield, Mass., for many years Albert was his Assistant Manager, until Major Hard- 
ing’s death, when Albert succeeded his as General Manager. 


Mrs. Harding and Mrs. Dean were close and intimate friends, and remained so until death parted them. 

Brother Albert died at the age of 91, the latter years of his life he was an invalid and a great sufferer. 

In conclusion there is little to be said about the author of these memories, he has never achieved, hence 
he is not great. 

At the age of 13, with only a limited educaton and not a dollar in his pocket, he began the battles of life, 
and has been fighting them ever since, all his days a hewer of wood and a drawer of water.

_. If brother Albert’ was here I know he would say, “young man, since you have related some of my youth- 
ful foibles, you have another brother, why don’t you tell us something about him?” All right Albert dear I 
will gratify your wish. 

True, I had another brother, Thaddeus Joseph, he was 14 years my senior. For fear of tiring you, it 
was not my intention to say anything here about Thaddeus Joseph, but since brother Albert has suggested it 
I will relate briefly some incidents of his early life. 

These two brothers were quite different in disposition, Albert was a book-worm from his school days, to 
the end of his life. He was a born analyst, while Thaddeus’ mind ran in a different channel. He was born 
with the disposition of Hippocrates, the founder of medicine. He had a natural gift for healing the sick, and 
never was as happy as when he was relieving the pain and distress of the lame and the halt. 

The medical profession was the ambition of his life, but he saw no prospect of ever achieving his life’s 
desire. He did not like farm life, so Thaddeus Joseph skipped out—he ran away from home. We lost all track 
of him for months, until our father received a letter from the American Consul at Gibraltar on the Mediter- 
raean, that Thaddeus was there and in financial distress, suffice to say father brought him home. 

Thaddeus was very penitent and promised never again to run away from home. Thaddeus in his youth 
was a reckless adventurer, farm life grew more and more repulsive to him, he wanted to see the world. So 
one day he took his shot gun and said he was going to hunt some quail, what he did however, was to pawn 
his shot gun and buy a steamer passage to New Orleans, this was his second run away from home—father 
found him and brought him home. 

Things were getting serious with father and Thaddeus: The question was how to keep him homé™ 

Thaddeus said, “let me be a doctor and I won’t run away from home.” ‘Thaddeus won, and was sent 
away to a famous medical school, and in course of time graduated with high honors. It was the making of 
Thaddeus Joseph. 

It was winter time, the Mississippi river was jammed with floating ice. He had a sweetheart living a- 
cross the river on the Illinois side. Our young Hippocrates, with his usual determination to win or die cross- 
ed the river jumping from one cake of ice to another to see the woman he loved, Myra Lyon. They were mar- 
ried and in a few days he returned with his blushing bride. That day he settled down—he was now a promis- 
ing doctor and had won the one woman in all the world he loved. 

They loved one another devotedly. What a wife she made him, they lived happily together unto the end 
of his days. 

Just a few words -more and the curtain will drop upon my story. Fifty or more years ago, Thaddeus 
packed his family into a covered wagon and started for the far West. He had read Horace Greeley’s, “Go 
West Young Man.” Enroute one day they camped at a desolate mining camp 100 miles from nowhere. A min- 
er had met with an accident, his leg was crushed, the nearest doctor was 100 miles away. Brother Thaddeus 
told the miners that he was a doctor and surgeon by profession. They beseeched him to attend the injured 
miner. He had not the necessary surgical instruments with him, so they went to a blacksmith shop and made 
him a knife and a saw. To save the miners life it was necessary to amputate his leg, which he did. He saved 
the miners life but he could not save his crushed leg. 

He at once became famous in that mining camp. They rewarded him liberally and entreated him to remain 
in their camp and not go any further West. They promised him wonderful things in gratitude for what he had 
done for the injured miner. He however, continued his journey and landed in Seattle, Washington, where he 
and all his children have lived for more than 50 years. He was a well known practicing doctor in that city un- 
til his death 20 years ago. His surviving widow is now living in Seattle, Wash., surroveided by her six chil- 
dren and numerous grandchildren. She has only 3 more years to live, when she will be 100 years of age. She 
is as sprightly as a cricket and her mind is just as bright as ever. I pray that she may just go on living 
indefinitely.

There will be others, I will not be the last to compile a Genealogy, it looks so easy, so very interesting, 
many no doubt will undertake it. I deem it my charitable duty to warn them, and prepare them for what they 
may expect, they will find it not all plain sailing. 


My philanthropic efforts have added ten years to my already advanced years and increased the number 


of grey hairs in my head immensely, may you, if you try it, find smoother sailing. 


I called upon numerous friends and relatives for assistance, in the way of family information, I found 
many who did not know the names of their own brothers and sisters, some no doubt did not know the christen- 
ed name of their father and mother. Believe it or not, I found numerous descendants, who not only did not 
know the year their parents died, and could not say where they were buried. Such ignorance was simply ap- 
palling. Let us hope, when these good but thoughtless ones, they too shall pass away, their offspring Will dis- 
play more regard and affection. ; 


The Tombstone, that sacred mark of respect for our departed loved ones, which as a last resort, has been 
of great assistance to me in my research work, but when I was unable to learn its location, I could not call upon 
it for information.
